HOW  YOU  CAN  HELP,  WITHOUT  MONEY 

Of  course  you  can  help,  with  money.  Anybody  can  help  with  money.  By  sub- 
scribing, or  by  making  one  of  those  tax-exempt  contributions  (as  April  15  ap- 
proaches, we  trust— as  coyly  as  we  can— that  the  benefits  of  having  a  handy  tax- 
exempt  beneficiary  like  us  are  becoming  more  evident).  But  there  are  other  ways. 
If  you'd  really  like  to  help,  read  them  all.  The  bottom  one  may  be  for  you. 

If  you  (1)  own  a  tape  recorder,  or  (2)  don't  own  a  tape  recorder,  and  if  you'd 
like  to  go  to  public  gatherings  and  dinners  and  meetings  and  lectures  and  such 
and  record  things,  please  phone  John  Harris  or  Flint  Ranney.  People  who  (1)  are 
even  more  in  need  than  people  who  (2),  but  let  us  know  anyway.  Some  recorders 
aren't  good  enough  for  broadcast  purposes,  by  the  way,  so  don't  be  hurt  if  the 
Messrs.  Harris  and  Ranney  have  a  technical  objection. 

If  your  Hi  Fi  dealer  or  Facel  Vega  agency  or  gold-and-mink  taxi-whistle  manu- 
facturer is  looking  for  a  way  to  reach  KPFK's  listeners  (you  should  excuse  the  ex- 
pression) commercially,  you  might  give  him  our  phone  number  and  tell  him  about 
the  growing  number  of  subscribers  he  can  reach  through  Folio  advertising.  Or  if 
you  think  he's  a  genuine  "lead"  (as  they  say  in  the  advertising  business),  you  might 
give  us  his. 

Some  people  have  confided  shyly  that  they  haven't  volunteered  for  unspecified 
duties  at  the  studio  because  they  can't  type.  Honest,  you  don't  have  to  know  how 
to  type.  You  don't  even  have  to  know  what  a  typewriter  looks  like  (though  if  you 
don't  those  strange  bulky  block  things  all  over  the  place  might  frighten  you).  There 
are  a  lot  of  interesting  things  waiting  to  be  done.  Call  and  ask  for  Pat  Hunt. 

And  this  is  a  way  you  can  really  help:  let  us  know  what's  going  on  in  your 
group,  or  your  neck  of  the  woods,  or  your  political  party,  or  whatever.  In  this 
Folio,  on  Sunday  the  28th,  you'll  find  Paul  Tillich— but  recorded  in  Berkeley.  When 
he  was  in  southern  California,  a  lot  of  people  called  to  tell  us  about  it— after  he'd 
gone.  Or  on  the  day  before  he  spoke.  It  takes  time  for  us  to  make  arrangements 
for  these  things. 

This  last  point— the  whole  paragraph  above— worries  us  because  sometimes, 
for  a  Folio  or  two  or  even  three,  we  get  out  of  balance,  musically  or  artistically 
or  politically  or  philosophically  or  some  other  way.  We  try  to  be  fair,  honest,  but 
it  gets  rough  when  the  Ghibellines  tell  you  about  everything  they're  doing  and  you 
don't  hear  a  word  from  the  Guelphs.  Help  us  out.  Remember  that  because  Pacifico 
radio  is  free,  its  people  hove  a  responsibility  to  exercise  their  freedom,  not  with 
restraint,  exactly,  but  at  least  with  core.  To  do  this,  we  need  your  assistance— 
whether  you're  a  Guelph  or  a  Ghibelline. 
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
